INSTRUCTIONS CONCERNING AMENDMENTS UNDER ARTICLE 19 



The applicant has, after having received the international search nsport, orw opportunity to amend the claims of the 
intemationaJ application. It should however be emphasized that, since all parts of the international applioatjon (claims, 
description and drawings) may be amended duiing the intemsiional preliminary examiruUion prooedure, there is usually 
rH> need to file amendments of the olainw under Article 19 esGcept nvhere, e g . the applicant wants the latter to be published 
for the purposes of provisianal protection or has another reason for amending the claims before intemsiional ptsuKcation. 
Furtliermore, it should be emphasixed that provisional protection is available in some States only. 



What parts of the International application may be amended? 

Under Article 19» only the claims may be amended. 

During ttie irrtcmational phase » tf>e claims may also be amended (or furthior amended) under Article Z4 before 
the International Preliminary Examining Authority. The description and drawings may only be amended unciar 
Article 34 before the International Examining Authority. 

Upon entry into the natioruU phase, all parte of the international spplicalion may be amended under Artiole 28 
or, where applicable. Article 41 . 



Whan? Within 2 months from tfie date of transmittal of tf«e intomational search report or 1 6 months from the priority 

date, whichever time limit expires later. It sliould be noted, however, that the amendments wiR be considered 
as having t>een recerved on time if they are reoeived liy the Irttemational Bureau after the expiration of the 
applicable time limit but before the completion of the teohnioal preparations for international puUioslion 
(Rule 46.1). 



What* not to file the Miendmenta? 

The amendments may only be filed with the International Bureau and not with llie recaeiving Office or tlie 
Intemsftional SearoNng Authority (Rule 46.2). 

Where a demand for irtfemsftional preliminary examination haa been As filed, see tielow. 



How? Either tsy cancelling one or more er^ire claims, by adding oiw or mors new claims or by amending ttie text of 

one or more of the claims aa filed. 

A replaoement iheet must be submitted for each sheet of the claims which, on aocount of an amendhient or 
amendmente, differo from tfie slieet originally filed. 

AB the datms appearing on a replacement sheet must be mimlMred in Arabic numerals. Where a claim is 
cancelled, no renumbering of ttw other claims is reciuired. In all cases where daime are reruimtiered, they must 
lie renumtiered consecutively (Adminiatrative Instructions, Section 206(b)). 

The amendmente must be made In the language In which theliHemotlonal application la to be putHlahed. 



What documents muat/may accompany the amendments? 
Letter (Section 20S(b»: 

The amendments must be submitted with a letter. 

The tetter will not be published with the international application and the amended claims. H should not be 
confused with the 'Statement under Article 1 9(1 )* (see below, under "SUtement under Article 19(1)*). 

The letter must l>e In English or French, at the choice of the appUcant. However, If the language of the 
Intematlonai applleaUon la English, the letter muat be in Engtiah; if the language of the IntemaUonal ^plication 
Is Franoli, the letter muat be In Fiench.

The letter must indicate thedilferenoes behwean the claims as filed and the claims as amended. It must, in 
particular, indteate. in connection wilh each daim appearing in the intemationai application (it being understood

(m) the claim is new; 

(iv) the claim replaces one or more daims as filed;

The statement will be published with the intemationai appUcaiion and the amended daims. 
it must be In the language In which the Intamaftlofial apppOeaUon le to ba pubHehed. 
It must be lirief. not exceeding 500 vvords if in English or iff trandated into Ertglish. 

K should not be confused with and does nd rsptaoe the letter in^oating the dHfarences between the olaime 
as filed and as amended. H must bm filed on a separate sheet and must be identified as such liy a heading, 
preferalily t>y using the words "Statement under Article 19(1 ).* 

It may not cotrtain any disparaging comments on the international search report or ttie relevance of oitationa 
contained in that rapiMl Reference to citations, relevant to a given daim, contained in the intemationai search 
report may be made only in connection with an amendment of that daim. 



Consaquanoe If a demand for Intamattonal praltanlnary evamlfiallon haa abmdy been fliod 

If, At the time of filing any amendments under Artide 1 9, a demand for intemationai prdimlnary examination 
haa already been sutimitted. the applicant must prefarflftily, at the aame time of filing the amendmento with the 
Intemationai Bureau, also file a copy of such amendments with the imemational Preliminary Examining 
Authority (eee Rule 62.2(a), fimt sentence). 



Consequence wllh regard to translation of the tntemattonal appllcallon for entry Into the national phaae 

Ibe applioant's attention is drown to the fad thai, where upon entry into the national phase, a translation of the 
daims as amended under Article 1 9 may have to be fkinnished to the dedgnatedfolected Officee, instead of. or 
in addition to, the banslation of the daims as filed.
